“Tinports to Manchuria vid Viadivostock ara 
meagre, and sinca August, most of the cargoor 
have been Russian and consumed in the Ussuri-| 
region. ‘The railway businoss from V ladivostook 
is vory brisk and the traffic is yielding a yearly 
profit of Rbls, 15,050,000, ‘Thia ia in contrast. 
to what-is happening on the Chineso Ensterh 
Railway, whieh is showing an annual. loss of 
Hols. 8p,000,000,, "The surveys of tho Amur 
raibeay aro beginning aud all aro hoping this 
line sill be the ullimate saviour of tho Russian 
Orient. Viadivostock and the other ports aro 
suffering from over-voufidencé on the part of 
the traders who have over-extimated the con- 
xumptive demand; Nidolaavsk. is, however, 
growing very rapidly.” . 

Te is doubtless this state of things which 
made Japan so keen to repeat in the North 
their post-lellum comniereial erusnde that 
has attracted so much notice in’ the South. 
Mr, Weaxe tells ug tlint, having gained the

WHITHER, CHINA? : 


Undor this beading Mr. A. R. Colquhoun 
eommoences ‘a serics of articles in the Morainy 
ont. He says :— 

No one who has taken any interest in, the 
duvelopment of offsirs in the Far Rast: can 
fail to be perplexed by the anomalous position 
in which China now stands with regard to the 
Western World, The perplexity is inoreaed 
by the variablo character of the information 
received and ths diffgrenca of opinian among 


those who should be capable of forming a|  ~ 


judgment. Notwithstanding: thiv lack of un. 
animity it must be confessed that toa great 
extent all the talk oud ‘writing obuut China 
of recent years bas become conventionalisnd. 
The public may woll be weary of it; perhaps 
they aro not’ more weary than the writers, 
-the talkers, or—the Chinese themselves, 

To-doy neither the mun " behind thy scenes” 
nor-he whe photographs from thé front row of 
the stalls seems to be able to yive us the coal 
China, We ore stéuggling with a mars of 
contradictory — uvidence and conflicting 
iwpressious, Take the Reform Movement. 
Is tha Chiness Government sincera in 
desiring reform” How can’ wo doubt 
that o sense of Chinn's weakness bos really 
penetrated the hourt of Manchu self-sufficiency 
when we road the remarkable edict in which the 
Emperor (or Mmpross-Dowager) saya: 
laws ond. our political system have become 
antiquated, and our country js always in trouble.” 
It has been held that such an acknowledgment, 
such a confession of weukness, could hardly be 
expeoted from tho proseat generation of Chinese 
rulers, and that without it reform could never 
begin, Well, confession lax been made, 
administrative and constitutional reform, is 
promised, and with a seemingly real perc :plion 
of the true oeeds‘of the country the general 
reform of the admiuiatration is denoted ax the 
first point of attack. But—tint fatal “bat "4 
whilo this reforming Government ix sending ‘ont 
those edicts, ¢conchod in language admirably 
moderate and yot perapicuous, theadministration 
of the country is not better but works than 
at any poried fur many years back, ‘The 
recurrenca of piracy and acts of vivlence and 
tho frequont attacks on foreigners may be 


attributed to ocul influences,” " The writer of 
this article cau ive no support to any such 
euphemiatic explanatiog. One such.outbreak, er 
tivo, might be sporadic, hut the events of the last 
few months point to something far mora serious 
--ioa recen escence of lawlessness withia thé 
Empire which (since it is impossible to believe 
that it meets with the approval of the, Govern. 
ment) can only by attributed to laxness or weak- 
ness of administration, : : 

‘Lake another aspect of the Roform Movement. 
We have heard a great coul of the military 
spirit being inealeated in China, and especially 
of tho discipline anjl officioney of the now 
** national” Amy of Yuan Shik” Kai. . Thy 
wrifer has strong reasons for believing that 
Yuon Shih” Kat's aray is not: uutional, 
not-even provincial, like some of the other 
“armies” now. being. raised, but is mainly 
dypn tic and personal, Military eriti¢s now 
disagres evon sa to the make-up of this foren, 
on which so mavy hypotheses have been built 
up.. Wore it all that it seemed then China lad 
secomplished two startling reforms alread y— 
sho had-o native department which was vot 
corrnpt, and sho bad a native depart ot which 
was efficient, When tho storm of applanse had 
rolled by, however, tho still, saiall voice of tha 
doubter began’ to be heard. The Japanese 
officers and iustructora, it is-said, carefully 
arratged aud sluge-mauayed thosy “autauin 
maneuvres for the benetit of the West ; they 
are at present arranging a similar“ make-seo "' 
spectacle for October; the namber of men on 
‘papor is not that im the fiold; the offleery van. 
not possibly have mastered even the rudiments 
of thuir. profession; tbe only. thing clearly 
demonstrated by the munanvres is the pos- 
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civilisations, These advantages are denied to 
the ‘Chineso student who goes to Japan. “He ix), 
one ofa crowd of other young fellows of hix 
own ruca— Tokyo, ox said already, contains 
newely nine thousnil of them—hea gravitates 
towards those of his college’ mates who attract 
him, and lives in a new dittle China, coloured 
only by what is called “tho mew loaraing.” 
Tho new learning consists of the radiments of 
modern geography, a smattering of history. 
acience, mathematics, and a jrood deal of politinal 
dissurtation, There bas always beea in Japan 
‘a school of thought which was opposed to the 
spread of Western ideas and ‘ideals, although 
willing to adapt them for Orieutal seeds. 
‘This school. ig not. the expression of Japanese 
official, opinion, but it) has a considerable 
following im the educationsl centres, ‘Tho 
“new learning” came from tho Woat, but its | 
source is criticised and disparaged. Young | 
China drinks deep at (his fount of inspiration, 
‘he study by the East of the political institu. 
tions of tho West has led to a graat doal of 
politics h theorising, and the past or passing, 
dicta of political economists of Europe and 
Amurica are eagaly read und half-digestod by 
the students. of the Enst, who nay bo heard 
using the worn-out shibbolothy, the phrases, and 
catuhwords of which tho West is getting weary. 
For these things blaod has been shed in the 
past, and Young China may shed blood for them 
im the futare, : ; 

Meanwhile it uceds bardly to be said that 
there is more real knowledge, more political 
‘acumen, iv tho finger of an old-fashioned Chinese 
statesmun thun io tho whole body of an 
enthualastic student, but for all that youth and 
enthusiasm must prevail, Time will cure faults 
of judgment, and the practical common-sense 
of the Chinese will tedch them the true way to

It is basud upon the same principles as bis 
former text for tho study of Engtish called 
“ Boginning English,” which has been used as 
the text book for tho first-year class im the 
Canton Christina Collego for some years with 
Groat success, aud in other inetitutions also,
